Gen. Garibaldi has written several 
very earnest letters to his friends and to 
the authorities in America, entreating 
them on behalf of the liberal party of 
Italy to discourage the project, . 

Bebliw, Jane 7. — Count Von Bismark 
urges the adoption by the nations of Eu- 
rope and America of treaties establishing 
a uniform international system for the 
measurement of the tonnage and capacit 

of shipping. He proposes the Englis 

method of measurement as the best basis 
of such a system, but suggests that it be 
modified by the application of the material 
principle. The North German Confeder- 
ation is prepared to open negotiations with 
foreign Goveramenta on this subject. 

St. Pbtkbsburo, June 7. — The Em- 
peror of Russia has issued an ukase set- 
ting free all persons of foreign birth now 
exiled to Siberia, and all natives of Rus- 
sian Poland who are sentenced 'to less than 
twenty years exile. 

Brussels, June l.—Lt Nord newspa- 
per asserts that the opinion widely prevails 
in Paris, that war will break out in Eu- 
rope before the close of next autumn. 

Vienna, June 7. — His Imperial High- 
ness the Prince Napoleon has arrived here 
from Baden. He was received by the 
Emperor Francis Joseph, with whom he 
had a close consultation. The object of 
the Prince's mission is unknown. 

London, June 8. — Chief Justice Cock- 
burn states that the charge delivered by 
Judge Blackburn to the Grand Jury which 
recently refused to bring a Bill of indict- 
ment against ex-Governor Eyre of Jamaica, 
ia contrary to the opinion of the majority 
of the Court of Queen's Bench. 

Brussels, June 8. — There have been 
riotous demonstrations in Luxemburg in 
favour of France, which were promptly 
quelled and the leaders arrested. 

Paris, June 9. — Baron Stockelberg, 
the new Russian Minister, presented his 
credentials and had a formal reception at 
court yesterday. In the remarks which 
he. made on the occasion he hoped for the 
continuance of the friendly relations be- 
tween France and Russia on the basis of 
mutual interests. The Emperor Napoleon 
made a pacifio reply. He reciprocated 
the hope expressed by Baron Stockelberg, 
and thought that the appointment of an 
Envoy personally so popular in France 
was a pledge of amity. 

London, June 9. — In the House of 
Commons, this evening, Sir Harry Verny, 
member for Buckingham, made some 
inquiries of the Government concerning 
measures for the opening of the territory 
id British North America tor settlement.

Not to be Allowed. 
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A New Polar Expedition. 

Notwithstanding it has been proved 
beyond doubt that it is impossible to find 
a north-west passage, inasmuch as the sea 
extending from Baffin's Bay, Rchring's 
Straits, is impassable for ships, a daring 
son of the sea, Captain Sherard Osborn,is 
endeavouring to have an expedition fitted 
out to make further discoveries. He 
claims that much remains to be done; 
that it remains to be decided whether it 
is sea or land that covers the North Pole ; 
and is desirous of witnessing the sublime 
spectacle of a never setting sun. He is 
willing to undergo all 60rta of hardships, 
aod suffer all the miseries incident to a 
voyage, if he can only be gratified. Whe- 
ther he is likely to be honoured in his 
curious fancy remains to be seen. Much 
has been risked, much has been lost, and 
many valuable 'lives have been sacrificed 
in the futile endeavour to discover a north- 
west passage ; still there arc hardy souls 
left who thirst for a glimpse of the gran- 
deurs there to be seen. Captain Osborn is 
no novice in the Arctic navigation, for ho 
has scared the hardships of a voyage to 
the Polar scaa, yet la zealous in seeking 
the assistance of those who will aid him 
in trying another and last experiment. 
He feels satisfied that an open bee cxihU 
at the Pole, and he is anxioun to be in it. 
There is nothing further to he gained by 
research in the Polar regions, but Captain 
Osborn wishes to make more apparent the 
discoveries alacady made.

liberty in Ireland, neither they nor* the 
government can see how the invasion of 
Canada, and the effusion of blood, such as 
must follow, can possibly advance the 
cause of freedom in the Emerald Isle, . In 
the second place, the Canadian adventure 
is so mad and suicidal that it will be pre- 
vented upon humanitarian principles, if 
for no other cause. Now. that f tne pur- 
pose of Avowing armed forces across the 
border is made public, and our authorities 
are fully aware of what is threatened, the 
government could find no possible excuse 
for permittingthe fitting ont and departure 
from this side the line, of armed troops, 
without prompt and efficient effort to pre- 
vent it. 

Gen. Grant will act in strict subordina- 
tion to the orders of- the Commander-in- 
Chief of the armies of the United States, 
in such a case as .this, and has no author- 
ity to act except under such orders as 
President Johnson may decide to give. 
Johnson's tear of the democracy may lead 
him to wink at attempted invasion, but wc 
doubt it. Large sums of money are no 
doubt being raised through fairs, and more 
or less may be expended in the purchase 
of arms and munitions of war, but we 
shall be greatly disappointed if any of 
these, or those engaged in concentrating 
them, are ever seen on the other side of 
the border. We have got used to war's 
alarms on this frontier, which involve little 
or no danger of Woodshed, and wc should 
think they would be on the other side ; 
yet it is wise in them to be prepared for 
tho worst. They are ready^ and if an in- 
vasion comes blood will flow. ,x "•''

On Lorain street, 
above Jersey, there resides with her step- 
father a young lady, Miss Ellen K. White, 
who is probablys -between 'Seventeen and 
eighteen years of age, very prepossessing 
in her manner, and very finely educated. 
About six weeks ago she was taken danger- 
ously ill with what the family physician 
pronounced typhoid fever, and for some 
days was so low that all hopes of her re- 
covery were given up. She rallied, how- 
cver,and, under careful nursing and skilful 
treatment, she was in a fair way to recover, 
when, about two weeks ago, she had a re- 
lapse, and sank rapidly, until the breath 
seemed to leave her body, and she- was 
pronounced a corpse. Her body was pre- 
pared for the grave, and preparations were 
made by her bereaved parents and friends 
for the funeral, when her mother, who 
could not bo made to realize the fact that 
her only daughter was dead to her forevor, 
noticed that though tho limbs of her 
daughter were rigid, vet the body retained 
its warmth. Physicians were called, but 
they decided that&ho was dead, and every 
attempt to resuscitate her failing, it was 
determined) last Sunday, to consign her to 
tho grave, and a coffin was procured. On 
Saturday, while one of tho neighbors and 
tho mother was standing by the side of 
tho supposed corpse, the door, which had 
been left, open, blew shut with a loud noise, 
which had the effect of so acting upon the 
girl as to bring her to and set her lifeblood 
in motion. She sprang ur> in bed, and, 
throwiog her arms around her mother's 
neck, wept tears of joy over her escape 
from the horrid death of being buried 
alive. Miss White said that when sho felt 
herself sinking sho had no fear of death, 
but turned upon her side, and as she did 
so all pain disappeared, and sho sank to 
sleep as peaoefully cb a child. Sho lay, 
she thinks, unconscious for an hour or 
more, for when sho cama to herself, though 
sho could not inovo or speak, she found 
ihutshowaslaidoutready for burial. She 
could see her mother.by her sido, and all 
those who came to sco her: could hear 
them talk, and understand all they said.' 
Sho tried to speak, but her tongue refused 
to do its office; sho tried to rnovo but 
could not; and there she lav, blessing her 
mother for her refusal to allow her to bo 
burled. Upon two occasions, when her 
mother was alone in tho room with her, it 
seemed as though she loft tho body,' and. 
standing by the side of her body, could 
look down upon it as sho oould her mother. 
fiha said she was unable to describe tho 
feelings that she experienced upon those 
occasions- When not tortured with tho 
fear of being buried alito, she was perfect- 
ly at rest, perfectly happy, and when the 
door slammed, which brought her to, it 
seemed as though sho was, to use her own 
worcLj. "compelled to commence a hard 
day's work." Miss White ia now ia a fab- 
way to recover. Her strength is gaining 
rapidly, and from every Indlotation, wo 
should judge shehaa a longlife before her.

Montbeax, June 6.— Yesterday even- 
ing James England, a private of the 16th 
Regiment, was shot dead in Victoria Bar- 
racks, by Maurico Blake, also a private of 
the same corps. Prisoner and deeeaasd 
were both in their beds at the time, and 
the former apparently aimed at Sergeant 
Qilby, at the other end of the room. Tie 
shot first struck Private Jamieson, inflict. 
ing a ficsh wound on the thigh; then 
paased through England's heart, and 
striking Private Winter's arm, completely 
shattered it. The prisoner had been 
about four years in the service, and has 
led a dissipated life, having been liberated 
from the oells only yesterday. Shortly 
after the murder he erpressed regret tnat 
he had mistaken Sergeant Gilby for Ser- 
geant Bourne, against whom he sceiis to 
harbour some ill will, and for whom he 
said he had his rifle loaded. 

The Minervt says that the Government 
have private information that the Fenians 
are really preparing to invade Canada at an 
early day ; that a movement is to tike 
place simultaneously on the whole border, 
that several cannons have passed Burliog- 
ton going toward Rouec's Point, and that 
tho Fenians aro arriving at every point 
in small bands.

Montreal, Juno 8. — The coroner's 
jury, in the case of the soldier James Eng- 
land, shot by his comrade, Maurice Blake, 
returned a verdict of wilful murder against 
tho latter. Several witnesses testified as 
to his having expressed regret that he had 
not shot Sergeant Bourne. Witter's arm, 
which was shattered by theeamo ball, will, 
i.t is thought, be saved though he will be 
disabled from military service. Blake has 
been committed to stand his trial at the 
Court of Queen's Bench in September 
next. 

Tho ship of war Jason is expected here 
shortly. 

The gunboat Minstrel arrived yesterday. 
She is 240 tons burthen,1ias six officers 
and .forty-two Beamen, carries 17 inch 
Armstrong guns amidships, and a 40 
pounder forward.

It will not be allowed 
for two reasons, The firal — it cannot be 
done without an oitcn violation of our 
neutrality laws, and that the President 
cannot aud dare not attempt to justify. 
Whatever tlio sympathies of the American 
people may Ini in behalf of tho cause of 
liberty iu Ireland, neither they nor' the 

Government can hco how tho invasion of 
lanadn, nnd tlic i-flurion of blood, such as 
must follow, can possibly advance the 
cause, of freedom in the Kmcrald Isle. Iu 
tho second place, the Canadian adventure 
is fo mod and suicidal that it will be pre- 
vented upon humanitarian principles, if 
for no other cause. Now that the pur- 
pose of throwing armed forces across tho 
Border is m'ado public, and our authorities 
are fully aware of what is threatened, the 
government could find no possible excuse 
for permitting the fitting out and departure 
from this hide the line, of armed troops, 
without prompt nud efficient effort to pre- 
vent it. 

Gen. Grant will act in ttriet subordina- 
tion to the orders of the Commander-in- 
Chief of the armies of the United Slates, 
in such n OSEC as this, and has no author- 
ity to act except uudcr such orders as 
President Johnson may decide to give. 
Johnson's tear of the democracy may lead 
him to wink at attempted invasion, but we 
doubt it. Large hums of money arc no 
doubt being raised through fairs, and more 
or less may be expended in the purchase 
of arms and munitions of war, but we 
shall bo greatly disappointed if any of 
these, or those engaged in concentrating 
them, are ever seen on the other side, of 
the border. We have got used to war's 
alarms on this frontier, which involve little 
or no danger of bloodshed, and we should 
think they would be on the other side; 
yet it is wise in them to be prepared for 
tho worst. They are ready, and if an in- 
vasion comes blood will flow. 



A Nov/ Polar Expedition. 

Notwithstanding it has been proved 
beyond doubt that it is impossible to find 
a north-west passage, inasmuch as the sea 
extending from Baffin's Bay, Rchring'e 
Straits, is impassable for ships, a daring 
soif of the sea, Captain Sberard Osborn, is 
endeavouring to have an expedition fitted 
gut to make further discoveries. He 
claims that much remains to be done; 
that it remains to be decided whether i( 
is sea or land that covers the North Pole ; 
and is desirous of witnessing the sublime 
spectacle of a never setting suo. He is 
willing to undergo all sorts of hardships, 
nnd suffer all the miseries incident to a 
voyage, if he can only be gratified. Whe- 
ther he is likely to be honoured in his 
curious fancy remains to be seen. Much 
has been risked, much has been lost, and 
many valuable lives have been sacrificed 
in the futile endeavour to discover a north- 
west passage; still there arc hardy souls 
left who thirst for a glimpbe of the gran- 
deurs there to be seen. Captain Osborn is 
no novice in the Arctic navigation, for he 
has shared the hardships of a voyage to 
the Polar seas, yet is zealous in seeking 
the assistance of those who will aid him 
in trying another and last experiment. 
He feels' satisfied that an open sea exists 
at the Pole, aud he is anxious to l>c in it. 
There is nothing further to be gained by 
research in the Polar regions, but Captain 
Osborn wishes to make more apparent the 
discoveries alaeady made.

A Young Lady Lies lai a Trance 
nearly Two "Weeks. 

One of the most rcniarVable cases that 
we have ever been callod upon to chronicle 
has lately come under our notice, and we 
purpose to lay the facta before the public 
exactly as they are. On Lorain street, 
above Jersey, there resides with her step- 
father a young lady, Miss Ellen K. White, 
who is probably between seventeen and 
eighteen years of a»e, very prepossessing 
iu her manner, aud very finely educated. 
About six weeks ago she was taken danger- 
ously ill with what the family physician 
pronounced typhoid ia\CT, and for some 
days was so low that all hopes of her re- 
covery were given up. She rallied, how- 
ever, and, under careful nursiug aud skilful 
treatment, she was iu a fair way to recover, 
when, about two weeks ago, she had a re- 
lapse, and sank rapidly, until the breath 
seemed to leave her body, and she was 
pronounced a corpse. Her body was pre- 
pared for tho grave, and preparations were 
made by her bereaved parents and friends 
for the funeral, when her mother, who 
could not he mado to realize the fact that 
her only daughter was dead to her forever, 
noticed that though the limbs of her 
daughter were rigid, yet the .body retained 
its warmth. Physicians were called, but 
they decided that she was dead, and every 
attempt to resuscitate her failing, it was 
determined) last Sunday, to consign her to 
the grave, and a coffin was procured. On 
Saturday, while one of the neighbors and 
the mother was standing by the side of 
the supposed corpse, the door, which had 
been left open, blew shut with a loud noise, 
which had the effect of so acting upon the 
girl as to bring her to and set her lifeblood 
in motion. She sprang up in bed, and, 
throwing her arms around her mother's 
neck, wept tears of joy over her escape 
from the horrid death of being buried 
alive. Misa White said that when she felt 
herself sinking she had no fear of death, 
but turned upon her side, and os she did 
so all pain disappeared, and she sank to 
sleep as peacefully as a child. She lay, 
she th'nkp, unconscious for an hour or 
more, for when ehe came to herself, though 
she could not move or speak, she found 
that she was laid out ready for burial. She 
could see her mother. by her side, and all 
those who came to see her; could hear 
them talk, and understand all they said. 
•She tried to speak, but her tongue refused 
to do its office j she tried to move but 
could not ; and there she lay, blessing her 
mother for her refusal to allow her to be 
buried. Upon two occasions, when her 
mother was alone in the room with) her, it 
seemed as though she left the body, end, 
standing by the side of her body, could 
look down upon it as she could her mother. 
She said ehe was unablo to describe the 
feelings that she experienced upon those 
occasions. When not tortured with tho 
fear of being burled alive, she was perfect- 
ly at rest, perfectly happy, and when the 
door slammed, which brought her to, it 
seemed as though she was, to use her own 
words, "compelled to eommeuce a hard 
day's work.'.' Miss White is now in a fair 
way to recover. Her strength ia gaining 
rapidly, and from every indictatiou, we 
should judge she has a long life before her.

The 
dissatisfaction in the lower provinces seems 
to have been Increased in the legislation of 
the last sos.sion, rather than allayed as was 
hoped. iVe hear universal denunciations 
against the MiHtia Bill, from the fact that it 
is acknoivlcdgsd throughout the country that 
it will destroy the volunteer organization of 
the old province of Canada, and be a means 
"of exciting a Outlier discontent in the lower 
province. The very creditable manner in 
which the volunteer movemant was entered 
into by our people, augured well for our fu- 
ture, and evinced a spirit and enterprise on 
the part of our popubice that should have re- 
ceived encouragement from our lawgivers, 
rather titan that complete discomfiture ivhich 
the Bill effects. 

Wc can, however, congratulate ourselves. 
In Ontario, on having had quite an improve- 
ment In the management of our local affair*, 
by the change. The economical management 
of affaire by the Ontario government must be 
peculiarly gratifying, and roay we not hope, 
by Eome change- in tho legislation at Ottawa, 
that, in the future, our highest hopes may be 
realized, nud that we may yet build up here 
a great and powerful British nationality, ex- 
tending from ocean to ocean, and which, 
from the Christian zeal and high moral char- 
acter,' as a nation, may be an honour to It.5 
groat ancestral nation with which it now has 
the privilege of being connected.

Montreal, June 4.— Specials have just 
been received from the frontier, and will 
be published this afternoon, which ny 
that Fenian fairs are to be held shortly at 
M alone and St. Albans.

They ^* 
boast that within a month the army of the 
Irish Republic will have n footing in 
Canada. 

MosmBAL, June 6.— Yesterday even- 
ing James England, a private of the 16th 
Regiment, *-as shot dead in Victoria Bar- 
racks, by Maurice Blake, also a private of 
the same corps. Prisoner and deceased 
were both in their beds at the time, and 
the former apparently aimed at Sergeant 
Gilby, at the other end of the room. The 
shot first struck Private Jamieson, iofiict- 
ing a licsb wound on tho thigh; then 
passed through England's heart, end 
striking Private Winter's arm, completely 
shattered it. The prisoner had been 
about four years in the service, and ha3 
led a dissipated life, having been liberated 
from the cells only yesterday. Shortly 
after the murder he expressed regret that 
he had mistaken Sergeant Gilby for Ser- 
geant Bourne, a?ain:t whom he see»s to 
harbour some ill will, and for whom he 
said he had his rifle loaded. 

The Mtnent says that the Government 
have private information that the Fenians

Blake ha3 
been committed to stand his trial at the 
Court of Queen's Bench in September 
next.

She is 240 tons burthen, has six officers 
and forty-two seamen, carries 17 inch 
Armstrong guns amidships, sod a 40 
pounder forward.

Montreal, June 9. — This morning, 
between 3 and 4 o'clock*, a.m., Detective 
Andrew Cullen, of the city police, w*is 
shot, it is feared fatally, by a man named 
Charles Gardiner, whom he had arrested 
and was conducting to the station. The 
murderer 13 supposed to be an American, 
and was arrested near Vigar Garden by 
Detectives Cullen and Bouchard. Tho 
whole party were coming along Notro 
Dame Street, Cullen and a policemen walk- 
ing beside their prisoner, and Bouchard 
preceeding them a ttn paces. When op- 
posite Dr. Picault's, prisoner warned Cul- 
len that he (prisoner) had a revolver aad 
would shoot him, and Cullen scarcely hid 
time to reply when prisoner drew hia re- 
volver and fired at him, the ball entering" 
the lower part of the abdomen, just above 
the right groin. Cullen dropped upon his 
kne-3 and fired his own revolver at pri- 
soner, but without effect. Prisoner dashed 
away, bat was shortly afterwards recap- 
tured. He is about 30 yeara of age. Ho 
belonged to a gang of burglars who lived 
in a fine house in Berry street, and had 
the finest set of tools ever captured. Tho 
pang were just on tho point of leaving for 
England., They have all been arrested. 
Cullen was taken to his own house and 
put under the best mc-dioai treatment. 
The ball could not bo extracted, however, 
and in the course oftho forenoon the doc- 
tors gave iip hopes of his recovery, aad 
hia deposition was taken by Judge Coursol

A Dark Story ol Crimo. 

Kugenc Lefevre. a Frenchman, hnpri- 
r-oncd in SanQucntin, California, for bi^h- 
.way robbery, was arrested for murder re- 
cently, on the day his term of imprison- 
ment expired. A year and a half before 
j»0 committed (he highway rubbery, he 
killed a'br*ilhcr wood-chopper in Virginia 
city, Nevada. He was put in jail lo await 
his trial, but, with a fellow -prisoner, de- 
coyed the jailor (an old man named Gre- 
gory), into his cell, struu^lcd and other' 
wise injured him so that he died, and 
made his escape: 

For three days and Digbfa he lay con- 
cealed on the top of a hill, near Virginia, 
and from bis biding place both heard and 
»:av? the pursuing parties all around him: 
Driven- forth at last-by hunger, he made 
his mj to the cabin of a wood-cutter, and 
fh the* absence of the occupant, possessed 
himself of a large loaf of bread, which he 
tarried awayNvith him. Then bis wan- 
'it-rings commcuced, and terrible tbey 
inustliave been. Utterly ignorant of Jiis 
whereabouts, fearing to approach any hu- 
inau habitation , bo went on, concealing 
hiuisclf to the day lime, and travelling 
uodcr the shelter of the night, with no 
mher provision but tho wood-cutter's loaf, 
for uuoy days.. Though nearly starving, 
ho mastered his appetite Rlubboruly, and 
r/'ii fined himscSf to a certain allowance of 
bread, which he marked off day by day. 
Th'is be at rengtll worked his way out 
erf Nevada, and arrived in Calveras county. 
1l was then he committed the highway 
j'-bbery, for -which lie was incarcerated 
under the flWoVof Jules Dana. A ehort 
time before the expiration of his (sentence, 
a detective tiU£pcctcd him to be identical 
•yj'ji llio' murder of Gregory,- a»id gatisfy- 
inj* hun&elf of that fact, caused bis deten- 
tion until a requisition could arrive. 
"When be was told of the contemplated 
c'tangc ia bis condition, he omplaincd 
Uifct it was unfair to have allowed bis 
term to expire before letting him know 
what was hanging over him. He subsc- 
'(ucntly observed that he had never bad 
.ay peace of mind siuce'hc killed Gregory, 
:tod that, to use buj own words, " con- 
n.'ionco was a hell to him." The dctec- 
ivcgo4«o1>000 rcwavd for his success. 
Lefevre is a young man, and by no means 
ftad lookfdgt'butj by ins own confessions, 
he is a hardened criminal. lie has stated 
'hat the reason why he killed Gregory, and 
escaped from (he Nevada jail, was, (hat 
the lawyer employed by him at (he time 
was too rapacious, and ho feared that if 
i.o remained in prison he Vould bo com- 
pelled to pay 111 his money away in fees. 
He also said that since the murder he had 
often talked Xo lawyers and had laid his 
ease before them hypothetical!^, in order 
to ascertain their opinions. The result 
of these experiments was a conviction that 
He could not be hanged for the crime, but 
*t the most would ouly suffer a lengthened 
imprisonment.
